Emanuel Trostle Falls Dead. 


Falling over at the side of his bed, 


Emannel-G. Trostle, a well known resi- 
dent of Cashtown, died at 4 o'clock on 
Tuesday morning, aged 75 years, 9 months 
and 14 days. Mr Trostle had been a suf- 
ferer from a form of heart trouble for 
some time and frequently had to get out 
of bed at night on account of shortness of 
breath. It is believed that an attack of 
this discomfort caused him to get up on 
Tuesday morning and, when be fell, his 
wife was awakened.

James A. Patten Tells of His Es- 


cape From Europe. 


Chlcagoan and His Wife Suffered 


Hardships in Their Thrilling 


Flight From Carlsbad 


Through Belgium. 


New York—James A, Patten, the 


former wheat operator of Chicago, 
who was one of the American refugees 
returning by the Red Star liner Fin- 
land, told a thrilling story of bis es- 
cape from Germany after war had 
been declared. With Mrs. Patten he 
left Carlsbad on August 2 and traveled 
via Herbesthal and Liege, where they 
arrived Just as hostilities had begun, 


"We left Carlsbad for Nuremburg by 


train, as the authorities took my auto- 
mobile," said Mr Patten "We did not 
know the war had broken out then, as 
no news of the situation was given 
out in Carlsbad 


"Trouble 
began as soon as we 


struck the German border. We reached 
Nuremburg at 9 p. m. and 
were 


promptly turned out of the train and 


arrested as spies. My wife and I were 
taken to the police-station and cross- 
examined. I showed what credentials 
I had, but it was not until the Ameri- 
can consul there showed up that we 
were released, two hours later. A 
great crowd which had gathered out- 
side, expecting possibly to see us ex- 
ecuted, hooted us as we left the sta- 
tion. 


"We were able to get a train to 


Cologne, however. Into which city 
thousands of troops were 
pouring 


when we arrived. We got a train sup- 
posedly for Ostend, 
but we were 


stopped at Herbesthal on the Belgian 
border 
We had to get out of the train 


at 10 p m 
It was raining and we 


had nothing to eat and no place to go. 


"There was no chance to get another 


train, but about one o'clock the next 
morning I managed to get hold of a 
one-horse cart driven by a peasant 
who said he would take us to Verviers, 
where he thought we could get a train 
for Liege 
He gave us some crusts of 


bread which was the first we we had 
to eat for 18 hours. 


"On the road we passed the most 


pitiful procession of German refugees 
fleeing from Belgium 
Some were in 


vehicles, but the majority were trudg- 
ing in the dust, pushing or pulling 
their baggage in carts 
Women with

Chicagoan and 
Hla Wife Suffered

New York—James A. Patten, the 
former wheat operator of Chicago, 
who was one of the American refugees 
returning by the Red Star Uner Fin­ 
land, told a thrilling story of his es­ 
cape from Germany after war had 
been declared.

left Carlsbad on August 2 and traveled 
via Herbesthal and Liege, where they 
arrived just as hostilities had begun. 


"We left Carlsbad for Nuremburg by 
train, as the authorities took my auto­ 
mobile," said Mr. Patten, "We did not 
know the war had broken out then, as 
no news of the situation was given 
out in Carlsbad.

EAST BERLIN TROLLEY TALK. 
Since the discontinuance of operations 


on the East Berlin Railway by the own- 
er, Wm G. Leas, there are many ru- 
toon afloat in regards to what is going to 
be done by the citizens of East Berlin and 
Abbottetown, to relieve them of their 
present condition along this line. 


One rumor is to the effect that the own- 


er of the ro*d will have to face many suite 
in court should he attempt to tear up the 
road and dispose of it as junk, as the 
charter of the road has many regulations 
to be complied with, if the road should 
be torn up. 


Another rumor is that the Western Ma- 


ryland may take over the road asd oper- 
ate a train once a day to and from East 
Berlin, in tbe near future. 
Stil! another rumor is that a trolley line 


be built from Eaht Berlin to New Oxford, 
to follow the line of Beaver Creek horn 
East Berlin to Abbotstown, thence to New 
Oxford in a direct line. It is pointed out 
that little grading would be required along 
this route. To bring about this end, the 
valuable water power of the Conewago 
Creek will be brought into service 
A 


plant could be erected, it is claimed, 
along the banks of the creek near East 
Berlin and operated at a comparatively 
email cost by the water power. Then, too, 
the plant which would be required to 
supply power for the operation of the 
electric lines could also be utilized in 
providing street lighting for East Berlin > 
Abbottstowu and New Oxford and also 
provide electric light for residences and 
business houses, as well as furnishing 
power for manufacturing purposes A re- 
cent act of the legislature has permitted 
trolley companies to carry express and 
freight. It is believed that the revenue 
from those sources between the points 
along the line would more than pay for 
the operation of the road. 


In the meantime, most of the traffic for 


East Berlin and Abbottstown is being 
transferred to and from this place by au- 
to trucks and teams, w'rile there are two 
mails each way, morning and evening, 
between East Berlin, Abbottstown and 
New Oxford.

titles to whlr-h are so registered, trans- 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the creation and collection of Indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as i:n% bo flpsignate<1 
by the Legislature, and bj the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary 
In matters arising In and 


under the operation of such Hystem, Judi- 
cial powers, with right of appeil. may bo 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. 
Such laws rn.iy provide for 


continuing tho rcKisterintf. transferring. 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles 
after the first or original reK'stration has 
been perfected by the court, and provision 
may be made for raising the necessary 
funds for expenses and salaries of officers, 
which shall be pnid out of the treasury of 
the several counties

Amend aectlon twenty-one, article three 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which reads aa followa: 
"No act of the General Asaembly ahall 
limit the amount to be recovered for In­ 
juries resulting in death, or for lnjuriee 
to persona or property, and In caae of 
death from such Injuries, the right of ac­ 
tion shall survive, and the General Aa­ 
aembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
auch actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
ahall prescribe any limitations of time 
within 
which 
suits 
may 
be 
brought 
against corporations for injuries to per­ 
sons or property, or for other causes dif­ 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions againat natural per­ 
sons. and auch acts now exiatlng are 
avoided," so that It shall read aa follows: 
The Genern* Assembly may enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea-

ed necessary, 
in matters arising in and 
under the operation of such system, judi­ 
cial powers, with ritfht of appeal, may be

Let 
this stand two hours before serving. 
Then mix one tablespoonful of to- 
mato sauce, a teaspoonful of mustard. 
three tablespoonfuls of cream and a 
tablespoonful of olive oil. Pour thii 
over the salad and serve with roast 
beef. 


Cucumber seeds, if at all larg«t 


should always be removed, as they 
are hard to digest. 


Cucumber With Eggs.—Peel a larg» 


sized cucumber and divide into two- 
inch pieces, cutting off the ends. Tak« 
a round cutter and stamp out a por» 
tion from each piece. Place them in 
a buttered pan with a little stock or 
water and cook in the oven until tei> 
.der. Use care not to break the shapes. 
Beat up three eggs, add two table* 
spoonfuls of tomato pulp, half a table* 
spoonful of butter, salt, pepper and 
cook until creamy. Place the cucum- 
ber shapes on a hot dish and fill with 
the egg mixture. 
Cover with tomato 


sauce and serve hot. 


Cucumber Jell/.—Grate four good* 


sized cucumbers. To two tablespoon* 
fuls of gelatin add half a cupful ol 
water and when softened add onion 
juice, salt, pepper and four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Put over a gentla 
heat and when hot pour into molds 
after all the Ingredients have been 
well mixed together. Turn out and 
serve with french dressing on lettuce. 


Boiled Cucumbers,—Pare and cut 


the cucumbers In four pieces length- 
wise. 
Remove the seeds, sprinkle 


with salt and let stand an hour. 
Drain and cook in boiling water. 
Serve on fried bread with a hot egg 
sauce well seasoned with pepper, salt 
and onion juice. 


GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 


New Carrots With Pea*.—Scrape 


carrots and cut them tn slices a quar- 


ter of an inch thick; let 
simmer in water with 
half an onion until ten* 
der. At the same time 
m e a s u r e twice the 
amount of peas. Cook 
together and see that 
most of the water is 
evaporated, then add salt. 


pepper and butter and a teaspqonful 
of sugar and serve hot. 


Rich Graham Muffins.—Beat half a 


cupful of butter to a cream, beat in 
three-fourths of a cup of sugar, two 
eggs well beaten, stir a fourth of a 
teaspoonful of soda in a half cupful of 
thick sour milk, add this to the first 
Ingredients, then beat in a cupful of 
flour, and a cupful of graham flour 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow» 
der. 
Bake 25 minutes in a well-but- 


tered muffin pan. 


Walnut Tea Cakes.—Beat four eggs 


to a froth, add one-half cupful of but- 
ter creamed with a cupful and a half 
of powdered sugar, a half cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of flocr and two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
half cupful of walnut meats. Flavor 
with a little mixed spice. 


Roasted 
Chicken 
With 
Olives.— 


Heat a tablespoonful of drippings In a 
frying pan, add three tablespoonfuls 
each of chopped onion, celery and car- 
rot and stir until well browned. Add 
this to a pint of bread crumbs, a table- 
spoonfni of parsley, butter to moisten, 
salt, pakrlka and two tablespoonfuls, 
of finely-chopped olives. 
Clean and 


stuff the chicken and roast, basting 
with butter and water. 
Stone and 


pound to a paste two dozen large 
olives, add a half cupful of strained 
tomato and heat in a saucepan, cook 
until reduced t» one-third. Skim off 
the fat. season well, add half a dozen 
stoned olives and serve with the 
chicken. 


A larger portion of stuffing may be 


made and roasted and basted with the 
chicken, which will make the meat 
go farther. 


Door Stop. 


To keep a door open In spite of 


summer breezes all sort of things are 
pressed into use, with the result that 
some of them provo literal stumbling 
blocks. 
A better w/vy is to 
UHO a 


wooden wedgo forced under the end 
of the door. If this Is placed carefully. 
It Is almost invisible, yet hold* the 
door securely.

The Juicy, refreshing cucumber ts 
such Welcome hot weather food that 


we should vary th* 
manner of serving 
them when It 10 
possible.

S at 
ad*—Slice very thlai 
a half of a small 
apaniah onion an t 
lay In the bottom 
of a salad bowl; on thia slice very 
thinly two cucumbers, season with 
salt and a teaspoonful of sugar, 
Lat 
this stand two hours before serving. 
Then mix one tablespoonful of to» 
mato sauce, a teaspoonful of mustard 
three tablespoonfuls of cream and a 
tablespoonful of olive oil. 
Pour this 
over the salad and serve with roast 
beef. 


Cucumber seeds, If at all larg% 
should always be removed, as thaj 
are hard to digest. 


Cucumber With Eggs.—Peel a larg» 
alzed cucumber and divide Into tw o 
inch pieces, cutting off the enda. Taka 
a round cutter and stamp out a poi* 
tion from each piece. 
Place them la 
a buttered pan with a little stock or 
water and cook in the oven until te»> 
.der. Use care not to break the shape«. 
Beat up three eggs, add two tables 
spoonfuls of tomato pulp, half a table* 
spoonful of butter, sa lt pepper and 
cook until creamy. Place the cucunv 
ber shapes on a hot dish and fill with 
the egg mixture. 
Cover with tomato 
sauce and serve hot. 


Cucumber Jelly.—Grate four good- 
sized cucumbers. To two tablespoon« 
fuls of gelatin add half a cupful of 
water and when softened add onion 
juice, salt, pepper and four tablo» 
spoonfuls of sugar. Put over a gentlo 
heat and when hot pour into molds 
after, all the ingredients have been 
well mixed together. 
Turn out and 
serve with french dreaalng on lettuce. 


Boiled Cueumbers*—Pare and cut 
the cucumbers in four pieces length* 
wise. 
Remove the seeds, sprinklo 
with salt and let atand an hour* 
Drain and cook in boiling water.

Big Dam Bursts, Flooding Valley. 
Residents of the Stony river valley 
ttelow Dobbin, W. Va., were sent into 
terrorized flight and much alarm was 
Mused in towns along 
the 
north 
branch of the Potomac river by the 
bursting of the great dam of the West 
Virginia Pulp and Paper company. 


No loss of life hao been reported, 
the people apparently having received 
warning in ample time to flee to high 
lands, but the destruction of propert> 
la s been heavy. 


The great wall of water let loose by 
the dam swept everything before it in 
the Stony river valley and poured into 
the Potomac at Schell, W. Va. 


At Harrison, W. Va., forty-seven 
miles west of Cumberland, the water 
rose to a height of thirty-five feet. The 
torrent tore down the Western Mary­ 
land railroad bridge washed out the 
railway tracks 
and wrecked 
many 
homes. The loss to the railroad alone 
was estimated at more than $200,000. 


When the flood reached Blaine and 
Harrison it was sweeping everything 
before it. Piedmont and Keyser also 
auflered severely. 


Cumberland is more than sixty miles 
from the source of the flood, but all 
residents of the lowlands have been 
advised to flee from their homes, They 
carried their possessions to the hills.

t:ructure were opened to let out the 
v, ater and lessen the strain on the 
weakened dam, whose breast was 1075 
feet long and which held back more 
Uian 3,000,000,000 gallons of water.

CZAR'S ATTACK 
CRUSHES AUSTRIA 


A Petrograd dispatch states tnat tne 
bulk of the Austrian army has surren­ 
dered to the Russians. 


In a dispatch from Petrograd the 
correspondent of the Havas agency 
»ays it has been announced in the 
Itussian capital that a Russian array 
is now before 
Königsberg, in i£ast 
Prussia. 


A Havas agency dispatch from Pe- 
trograd says that the Germans are 
»ending important reinforcements to 
the fortress of Memel, the nothern- 
most town of the German empire on 
the Baltic, seventy-two miles northeast 
of Königsberg. 


The Russian imperial council is ex­ 
amining the laws Jor the administra­ 
tion of conquered Prussian and Aus­ 
trian territory. 


Reports from the front, received at 
the war oilice in Petrograd, state that 
2uO,OOQ Austrian prisoners have been 
taken by the Russians in the battJe 
that has raged for seventeen days 
along a 175-mile line from Halicz, Ga­ 
licia, to Opole, Russian l'oland. 


Desperate fighting still continues in 
the center of this Jine, along the Luba- 
czowka 
and »San rivers, where the 
Austrians are striving to save the rem* 
nants of their army from the disaster 
precipitated by the rout of their left 
and right wings. That this will be im­ 
possible was the opinion expressed by 
Minister of 
War Sukhomilotf, 
He 


M id: 


"The Austrian army Is crushed, it» 
center U? ofteriug desperate resistance. 
But with the fresh troops that have 
reached General Ruszky he will be 
able to overwhelm it and clear the 
way for an advance into Silesia, which 
I» the direct route to Berlin. 


"By the retirement of the Russian 
troops In southeastern 
Prussia

Jiavu drawn a 3ar#e German army into 
a position wuere it wil! be unable to 
fender help to Breslau *)T Posen.” 
RukkIuu troons near Königsberg, the 


German strongnoia in east Prussia, 
have been forced to retreat. 


This was officially admitted in the 
following official announcement: 


“Generalissimo Grand Duke Nicho­ 
las communicates the following: ‘Our 
rapid movement in east Prijssia has 
been retarded owing to the necessity 
of giving our main attention to the 
fighting in 'Galicia. Consequently the 
army of General Rennenkampf has 
suspended 
its 
march on Gerdauen, 
thirty-nine miles southeast of Königs 
berg, and Labfau, twenty-six 
miles 
northeast of Königsberg. On Sept. 7 
the German troops began a general of* 
fensive movement against this army 
and a spreading movement in the di 
rection of their southern frontier,

number of German troops engaged, 
owing to the broken nature of the 
country, but a deep overflowing move 
ment against the left wing of General 
Rennekamnpf was revealed. On Sept
